Launching  their  orchestral  year  immediately 
following  the  football  season,  the  Oakwood  or¬ 
chestra  was  directed  by  Mr.  McKelvey.  The  string 
section  held  sectional  rehearsals  every  Tuesday, 
and  the  entire  orchestra  of  over  fifty-five  pieces 
practiced  on  Thursdays.

Undefeated  for  the  first  season  in  more  than 
a  decade,  the  Lumberjacks  built  their  perfect 
record  with  nine  victories. 

In  pre-season  scrimmages  Northridge,  Wood- 
row  Wilson,  Tipp  City,  and  Centerville  fell  be¬ 
fore  Armbruster  and  Wysocki’s  well-drilled 
squad. 

Opening  the  season  at  Lebanon,  the  team 
looked  terrific  as  they  stormed  to  a  40-0  victory 
over  the  Warriors.  High  scorer  for  the  night. 
Brad  Boen,  out-paced  all  opposition  as  he  car¬ 
ried  the  pigskin  for  three  touchdowns  with 
other  scores  by  Pete  Davidson  and  Frank  Sar¬ 
gent.  Climaxing  the  game,  Jerry  Coan  raced 
down  the  sidelines  for  an  85  yard  touchdown. 

Fans  came  out  in  full  strength  to  see  Oak- 
wood  play  Fairborn,  the  team  which  was  replac¬ 
ing  the  ’Jacks  in  the  Miami  Valley  League.
